'beneficiaries did not seek assistance 
from the fund for the next year. 
There is a very regretable tendency 
on the part^of many beneficiaries to 
leave schooT before they have fin- 
ished their work, even in the local 
High Schools of the county. Very 
few, indeed, are persistent enough to 
finish in our colleges. No doubt the 
benefactor, Mr. Garth, intended to 
educate bright bOTS thoranghly. 
So we think it would be the part of 
wisdom to encourage young men to 
continue their studies until gradua- 
tion frrm a standard college. The 
dearth of laborers on the farm and 
in every- line of work has. we think, 
caused many benefactors to quit 
school, being attracted by the high 
wages now paid tc the unskilled.

WASHINGTON, AvfOlt 6. — In- 
ia freight, paaaeager. Poll- 
man and other raiboad ratea approx- 
imating an unofficial eetimate of 

$1,400,000,000 hare been appror- 

ed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, effective on five days 
notice by the carriers to the coat- 
mission and the public. 

The advance is 40 per cent in rail- 
road freight rates in the East; 25 
per cent, in the South; 35 per cent, 
in the West, and 25 per cent in the 
Moantain-Facifle ta ti ito i ^ . 

Passenger fares were increased 20 
per cent, the amount asked by the 
railroads to help in absorbing the 
$600,000,000 wa^e increase grafted 
by the Railroad Labor Board. 

A surcharge of 50 per cent on 
rates for sleeping and parlor cars 
was granted together with a 20 per 
cent increase in the rates on excess 
baggage and 20 per cent in the rates 
on milk. 

Tlie freight increase total is esti- 
mated at $1,1S4,000,000 on the basis 
of 6 per cent on the 118,900,000,- 

000 placed by the commission on tiw 

piroperties of all the roads. l%e in- 
crease of 40 per cent, in the Kait &i 
estimated to jiM appcoziniatety 

$750,000,000. 

The 25 per cent, jrranted Southern 
roads is estimated to yield about 
$100,000,000, while the Western and 
Mountain-Pacific roads will get an 
increased return of about $284,000,- 
000 on freight rates. 

This total is about $200,000,000 
less than the amount for which the 
railroads asked to absorb the $600,- 
000,000 wage award by the Railroad 
j Labor Board and to bring their net 
income to the 6 per cent, provided 
for in the transportation act. 

To the increase of $1,134,000,000 
to the nation's freight bill will be 
added an increase in passenger rates 
aggregating $232,827,989; an in- 
crease in Pullman rates ap:grepatinp: 
$43,639,344; an advance in excess 
baggage rates approximating $1,420,- 
999 and an advance in milk rates of 
about $5,000,000. 

The increases granted are design- 
ed to give the roads a net of 5% per 
cent on one-iialf of one per cent, to 
make what the commission described 
as "appropriate provi«ion for addi- 
tional improvements, betterments or 
equipment of a character chaigable 
to capital account. 

The commission also gave electric 
railway lines permission to increase 
their freight rates by the same per 
centage as were approved for truck 
lines in the same territory. The com- 
mission added that this was *'not to 
be construed as an expression of dis- 
approval of increases, made or pro- 
posed in tiie regolar auunmr, in the 
passenger fares of electric lines."

CHICAGO, Auguest 5. — William 
Bross Lloyd, millionaire Socialist, 
and niaeteen other members of th$ 
Communist Iiabor party, lufve 

been found guilty by a jury 
of conspiracy to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

Lloyd was given a sentence of 
from one to five years in the pen- 
itentiary and a fine of $2,000. The 
other nineteen defendants received 
sentences ranging from a year in jail 
to five years in the penitentiary. A 
few received fines in addition. 

The sentences are for the state 
jMWQitentiary and the CkH>k County 

The defendants were charged with 
conspiracy to advocate the over- 
throwing of the government by 
force; conspiracy to publish or dis- 
tribute printed matter advocating 
overthrowing the government by 
force ; conspiracy to belong to an or- 
ganization advocating it, and con- 
spiracy to attend meetings, at which 
overthrowing the government by 
force was advocated. 

A motion for a new trial was made 
by the defense, and the court will 
hear the motion September 25. 

Maclay Hoyne, state's attorney in 
a statement issued after the verdict, 
called it a "signal victory for the en- 
tire United States." 

"In this trial Red radicalism was 
driven into the open," said the state- 
ment. 

"One important issue decided by 
this jury is that the red card of the 
I. W. W. is international and not 
American, and that the only card 
recognized as American is the card of 
the American working man in the 
American Federation of Labor." 

The defendants were indicted un- 
der a new Illinois law against crimin- 
al syndicalism. They were among 
three hundred suspected radicals 
taken in a raid in Chicajro by State's 
Attorney Maclay Hoyne last Januaiy, 
which was made the night precedin.tr 
the nationwide raid, instituted by 
Attorney General A. Mitchell Palm- 
er. 

The trial began on May 10, and 
nearly nine weeks were consumed in 
electing a jury. 

The state centered its attack on 

Lloyd the most prominent of the de- 
fendants and the son of a Boston 
philanthropist. He was charged with 
openly advocating a revolution of the 
masses against the government and 
was alleged to have said in speeches 
that "banks should be blown open to 
get money to finance the revolution 
and armories should be rifled for 
ammunition." 

Several newspapermen who report- 
ed speeches made by Lloyd were 
among the witneaaes against the mil- 
lionaire and Us aase^aCes and 
Mayor Ole Hansen, of Seattle, also 
testified. Masses of documents is- 
sued by the Third Internationale at 
Moscow, the Industrial Workers of 
the World and similar organibations 
were introduced as evidence. 

The defendants' chief defense was 
that "thev were exercising the right 
of free speech," when making the 
various alleged seditious statements 
and that they had in no way violated 
their rights "as citizens of a free re- 
public." 

Three women, indicted at the 
same time as Lloyd and the otiiers 
now are awaiting a separate trial. 
They are Margaret Prevey, of Akron. 
Ohio; Helen Judd. of Chicagy, and 
Clara Rofsky, of Chicago.

The commispion divided the West- 
ern ffroup into two, the Western and 
the Mountain-Pacific, the latter tak- 
ing in the territory lyins: between 
the .Pacific Coast and the eastern 
base of the Rocky Mountains. 

The commission also, on its own 
initiative, applied the general in- 
creases to all special services per- 
formed by the carriers. It explained 
in its decision that the railroads had 
not included this provision in its pro- 
posal, but stated that this was due to 
a misunderstanding. 

It therefore authorized the in- 
creases to apply to switching, weijrh- 
inpr, diversion, reconsignment, light- 
erage frontage, storage and transfer 
and such separate charges as may be 
n ode against the shippers for any 
other special services. 

With respect to the prevailing 
rates on commodities which are 
transported under special traffic ar- 
rangements, the commission ordered 
that the general increases should be 
added to the present freight charges. 

This will include the rates upon a 
number of iadividnal commodities, 
such as coal, lumber, cement, fruits 
and vegetables, petroleum, brick and 
other building material, livestock, 
packing-hooae ptodnets, ore and fer- 
tilizers.
